+ 'Yy laid aside to give Senator Sherman an op- 


portunity to make a speech upon the presi- 
dent’s message, and that it will be again 
formally laid aside on Thursday to afford Sen- 
ator Voorhees an opportunity to make a tariff 


speech. 

Senator Mitchell has given notice of his pur- 
pose to address the senate tomorrow upon his 
resolution providing for a commission to select 
a site for a naval station on the Pacific coast. 
There are twenty-three bills reported from sen- 
ate committees awaiting action, but none of 
them are pressing for immediate consideration 
and it is possible that the speeches of Senators 
Sherman and Voorhees may be the beginning 
of a long tariff debate. 

Speaker Carlisle was in his private room at 
the capitol this morning busily engaged iy 
Gnishing his committee assignments. He 
was subject to such constant interruptions, 
however, that he was obliged to leave the 
capitol and seek quietude at his hotel. Al- 
though the‘committee list is practically com- 
pleted and will in all probability be announced 
as soon as the house assembles tomorrow, 
there is a possibility that the few changes, at 
least for the moment, will so disarrange work 
as to necessitate a postponement of the an- 
nouuncement until the following day. The 
committees having been announced, there 
will be.tan effort made to have a 
‘bill day’ immediately, but as a 
motion to this effect would require unanimous 
consent, and as many members think it would 
be unwise to havea flood of propositions poured 
into the house before the formal organization 
of committees, it is improbable that the effort 
will succeed. In the event ofits failure, the 
house will adjourn until Saturday, and the 
real work of the session will begin next Mon- 
day. 

Senator Aldrich, chairman of the senate 
commitiee on rules, has prepared a resolution 
which he will offer in atew days and ask to 
have referred to his committee, proposing cer- 
tain amendments in the rules governing execu- 
tive sessions. The proposed changes are simple 
in character, but will, the senator thinks, add 
materially to the comfort of senators, and at 
the same time provide a_ legitimate 
way for the press and public, which it serves, 
to get timely information of the senate’s ac- 
tioi: Upon such matters as it is proper to make 
known. He proposes, in regard to nomina- 
tions, that reference to committees, report of 
conunittee whether favorable or adverse, and 
the action of the senate, shal] not be regarded 
as secrets; and with respect to other matters, 
treatics, etc., that the subject of debate and the 
action of the senate shall not be regarded as 
secrets unless by resolution, the injunction of 
secrecy be placed upon such subject or such 
action. This, in effect, should the resolution 
be adopted, will make public such portions of 
the senate journal as are not covered 
by the special injuyetion of secrecy, 
but will leave t0 dpenators the privi- 
lege of discussing 1 voting upon all 
executive matters with their present —

Aldrich betieves the proposed amendment will 
afford the senators the means of correcting 
many erroneous statements which get abroad 
respecting executive session proceedings; will 
give public information of that which the 
public has the right to know, and will have a 
tendency to keep secret that which it is 
thought expedient, for diplomatic.or other rea- 
sons, toconceal. The existing rules are based 
upon the theory that it is necessary to keep 
everything secret, because, half a dozen times 
perhaps in a session, subjects come 
up which should not be _— publicly 
mentioned. Mr. Aldrich favors _ the 
Opposite. theory that everything should 
be public except when there is some aftirma- 
tive reason for secresy. He is personally in 
favor of Mr. Platt’s open session resolution, 
but recognizing the possibility that a majority 
of the senate nay not be found to support it, 
he proposes a measure which seems Irkely to 
cominend itself to many senators who would 
not have open doors. ,

Proclamation by President Cleveland in Re- 
gard to Certain*Lands. 


Wasuincton, January 3.—The president 
has issued the following proclamation: 

Whe:eas, the title toall-the territory lying be- 
cween the north and south forks of Red river and 
the hundredth degree of longitude, and jurisdiction 
overthe same are vested in the United States, it 
being part of the Indian terrfiory, as shown by sur- 
veys und investigation made on behalf of the United 
States, which territory the state of Texas alsoclain.s 
title to and jurisdiction over; and, 

Whereas, said conflicting claim grows out ofa 
controversy existing between the United States and 
the state of Texas toa point where the hundredth 
degree of longitude crosses Red river, as descril e! 
iu. the treaty of February 22, 1819, between the 
United States and Spain, fixing the boundary line 
between the two countries: and, 

Whereas, the commissioners, appointed on part of 
the United States under act of January 31, 1885, 
authorizing the appointment of commission by the 
peeidon torunand mark the kx uadary lines be- 

ween portion of the Indian territory and state of 
Texas, in connection with similar commission to be 
&ppoiuted by the state of Texas, have by their re- 
port, determined that the South tork’is the true Red 
river: @ ignated in the treaty. Commiss oners gp- 
pointed on part of said state, refusing to concur es 
Said report. 

Now, therefore, I, Grover Cleveland, president of 

the Unrted States, d» hereby admonish and warn 
@ll persons, whether claiming to act as officers of 
the county of Grier, in the siate of Texas, or other 
Wise, against selling or disp sing of, or attempting 
to seil or dispose of, any of said lands, or frem exer- 
Ciing, or attempting to exercise, any authority over 
Said lands, and I shall warn and admonish al per- 
Sons against purchasing any part of said territoty 
from any person or persons whomsocver.”’

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OUR WEALTH INCREASING. 


Valuation of Keal and Personal Property of 
the Southern States. 

CHATTANOOGA, January 3.—The Tradesman 
has received Official reports from the comp- 
trollers of ail southern states, except Lenisi- 
ana, giving the total real estate and personal 
poe valuation in 1875, 1880, 1886 and 1887 : 
rai valuation for the years 1880, 1886 and 
1887, and tax levies in each year. The total 
realty and personalty valuation in Alabama, 
Georgia, ntucky, Maryland, Mississippi, 
North Carolina, South Carolina, Tennessee, 
Texas and Virginia, is as follows: 1875, $2,- 
464,647,292; 1880, $2,505,734,729; 1386, $3,077,- 
634,451 ; 1887, $3,279,848,015, 

Increase in four years between 1876 and 1880 
was $41,057,457; between 1880 and 1836 it was 
$571,89),722, and in the single year 1887, the 
increase in the ten states was $202,213,504. The 
increase in four years ending in 1880, was two 
per cent., and in six years, ending 1886, twenty 
percent. In twelve months of 1887 the in- 
crease was 64 per cent., and in the seven years 
ending in 1887, 30 per cent. Tota) railroad as- 
sessment in the ten states in 1887 is #258,656,- 
847, an increase of eight per centin the past 
twelve months, and an increase of 123 per 
cent in the past seven years. 
In round numbers, the increase 
in the past seven years in ten states has been: 
Alabama, $75,000,000: Georgia, $77,000,000, 
Kentucky, $152,000,000; Marylanc, #22,000,- 
000; Mississippi, $30,000,000; North Carolina, 
$37,000,000 ; South Carolina, $21,000,000; Ten- 
nessee, $28,000,000; Texas, $332,000,000, and 
Virginia, $18,000,000, In the past twelve 
months the increase in real estate and per- 
sonal nage assessments has been: 

Alabama, $41,000,000; Georgia, $10,000,000; 
Kentucky, $97,000,000; Maryland, $5,000,000; 
Mississippi, $16,000,000; North Carolina, $5,- 
000,000; Tennessee, $15,000,000; Texas, $20,- 
000,000. In South Carolina there was a de- 
crease of $5,000,000, and in Virginia a decrease 
of $400,000. 


TENNESSEE'S FINANCES. 


Money Coming in Freely From Tax Col- 
lectors. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., January 3.—[Special.]— 
The state officials have been busy all day is- 
suing warrants for the,January interest on the 
state debt. This installment of interest 
amounts to about $235,000, and the money is 
in bank to pay it. In an interview with Mr. 
House, of the treasurer’s office, it was found 
that the condition of the treasury was most 

ratifying, considering the fact thatin the 
ast five years the state has retired over eight 
hundred thousand dollars floating debt and 
spent half a million dollars in the erection 
of needed charitable institutions, besides keep- 
ing up the current expenses. Nearly the on- 
tire dcbt has been funded into the new bonds. 
There is an increase of over fourteen million 
dollars in the assessment of 1887 over 18386, 
and upon this increased assessment the reve- 
nue is just deginning tocome in. The receipts 
during the past quarter have been four hun- 
dred and forty-eight thousand dollars, and the 
expenditures two hundred and thirty 
thousand. January and February always 
furnisli the largest assessments. The future of 
the state, financially considered, is very bright, 
for her mahy resources are being rapidly de- 
veloped, which, of course, adds from year to 
year to her great wealth, and anything like a 
fair assessment of the property at the preset 
rate of taxation will yield a sufficient amount 
of revenue to meet all expenses, and in a year 
ortwo, when the state will have recovered

TEXAN FINANCKS, 


Governor Ireland’s Administration Not Re- 
sponsible for the School Fund Deficiency. 
Austix, Tex., January 3.—Ex-Governor 

Ireland has written a letter to Comptroller 

McCall asking several questions, the answers 

to which, based upon the record, show the true 

status of the avallabie school fund. Mr. Mc- 

Call answers fully, showing the ggpportion- 

ment the last term of Governor Ireland’s ad- 

ministration only exceeded the estimates $30,- 

000 the last year. The annual deficiency in the 

available school fund is explained to be occa- 

sioned by appropriations which anticipate the 
revenue. Three vears ago theschool year begun 
with a cash balance of $425,000 available school 
fund. The next year the cash balance at the 
beginning of the school year was about $147,- 

000, and the last year it was $200,000 less than 

nothing. This is to say, was in debt the latter 

amount. The apportionment Governor Ire- 
land called for was based on an estimate of 
receipts from land notes and leases of $900,000, 
when the comptroller’s accounts show that 
only $750,000 was received from that source 
during that year. The trouble does not fall, 
it appears, upon the ex-governor’s shoulders at 
all, but it is due to the fact that the estimates 
upon which the governor and board of educa- 
tion made their apportionment was not relia- 
ble. More money from the lands was antici- 
pated than the Jands brought in.

A TELEPHONE DECISION. 
A Company Obliged to Furnish Outfits for 
Three Dollars Per Month. 

LAFAYETTE, Ind., January 3.—Judge ‘YVin- 
ton sitting in the circuit court,has decided that 
telephone companies doing a general telephone 
business were compelled by statute to furnish 
instruments at the feen) rate of $3 per month, 
whether they wishéd to or not. The case 
came upon anapplication of the Folley hard- 
ware company for a writ of mandate requiring 
the Central Union telephone company to 
place in instruments in its building, at $3 per 
month. The court held good the demurrers 
tothe company’s answers and decided that 
under statutes, the company was bound to fur- 
nish every applicant with a complete outfit of 
instruments and connections. The company 
endeavored to show that it was not funishing 
wrivate wires or private telephones, but that 
it established public stations throughout the 
city, at which each person upon the payment 
of five cents, could placed in communica- 
tion with all points of the system. The court 
held that the company was engaged in a gen- 
eral telephone business, and was bound to fur- 
nish all persons applying for service with tele- 
phones, and telephonic connections at their 
lace of business or store room for the sum of 

$3 per month. The company will appeal. 


Cutting Freight Rates. 

Cricaco, January 3.—The St. Louis and 
San Francisco road to-day sent word tothe 
Southwest association that on January 15, it 
would reduce the rate on corn to St Louis five 
cents from all stations in Kansas. The chair- 
man has notified association roads and on that 
date grain rates from Kansas Ctiy to Chicago 
will be forced down five cents a hundred or to 
fifteen cents. Omaha rates must follow so 
that the reduction on grain rates is certain 
throughout the territory between Chicago and 
the Missouri river. Burlington filed notice to- 
day that they will retaliate with a twenty-five 
per cent reduction of rates on_ live stock in 
common cars when Rock Island on January 
10 begins hauling stock in improved cars at 
the same rates as for common cars. The offi- 
cials agree that there is every reason to be- 
lieve that live stock rates from Kansas City 
and Omaha to Chicago will be whittled down 
to nothing. a

DEBRIS OF THE TERRIBLE WRECK 


Cause a Bellef that More Lives Were Lon 


Than Was Reported by the Collisipn 
on the Cindinnati Southern. 


Crncixnatr. January 3.—J. H. Avey, one of 
the victims of the railroad accident om the 
Southern railroad, died at his resident m 
Covington, Ky., and his wife is reported fo be 
in a dying condition. The other wounded are 
doing well. 

A special from Greenwood, Ky., says: The 
fear grows hourly that the most terrible part 
of the story of Saturday's accident remains to 
be _ told. As « time wears on ‘and 
the wreck is being cleared away the presence 
of more victims in the ris 
becomes apparent. When the wreck occurred 
a number of passengers who. wére in the ladies 
coach and smoking car, om the north d 
train, succeeded in making their escape ffom 
the cars with trifling injuries: Just who they 
are, and how many, isnot known. Last tight 
the bones of two unfortunates were found re- 
duced almost to ashes, burned with these ears. 
There is absolutely nothing by which they can 
be identified, and it is not certain whethef the 
bones are those of males or females. 

Mr. C. C, Gillespie, of Beaver, a small set- 
tlement near this place, visited the wreck last 
night. While digging in the ruins he discov- 
ered hair attached to the scalp of a woman. 
The flesh, of course, was burned away, but 
the beautiful long locks are in a good state of 
preservation. Almost in the same spot where 
the hair was found, Mr. Gillespie found a 
child’s shoe. The other shoe has not yet been 
found, neither has any aecount been given of 
the loss of a child. A little deeper 
in the debris, in the same spot where the 
hair and shoe were found, Mr. Gillespie 
picked up a letter. It was writtenina ‘ 
plain feminine hand, “St. Augustine, Fiz.,’’ 
addressed to ‘‘Dear Lulu,”’ and signed ‘‘Bén.’”’ 
There is nothing in the letter to give any¢lue 
to the name of the writer or receiver, andthe 
envelope, unfortunately, cannot be found. 

After the aceident search was made for an 
unknown man who was seen to énter the tellet 
room of the ladies’ coach on the north beuwnd 
train an instant befor® the crash came. ‘He 
was never seen again, and all efforts to locate 
him prove futile. It is believed that he was 
unable to get out of the little apartment and 
was burnéd to death in the car. It is believed 
that the bones found last night are those of 
the man and woman above referred to. The 
child was probably with its mother and died 
with her, its body being burned in the debris. 
The suspicion grows that there are more bodies 
burned in the wreck. 

Referring to a spec’3! report fr-m Creen 
wood, Ky.. to the effect that the additional re- 
mains of victims had been found in the debris 
of Saturday’s wreck on the Cincinnati South- 
ern road, Superintendent Carroll says there is 
not a partical of truth in the story. He says 
that every employe of the road connected with 
both trains have been accounted for. 

To set atrest all apprehension of greater 
fatality than has been reported at the Ciacin- 
nati Southern railroad accident, on Saturday, 
ofiicers of that road have prepared -a list of 


} passengers on the north bound train, with a 


Statement of what became of each one. - This 
train was made up at Chattanooga, New Or- 
leans having missed connection. There were 
on the train but thirteen passengers, all of 
whom had tickets, except two, who had»passes. 
Miss Greene, who was kiled, had a trip-yass, 
her brother being one of the head clerks m the 
freight department of the road. Mr. Burch, 
of Sidney, Ohio, had a pass on account of be- 
ing passenger agent of the Chicago and Alton 
railroad, He was injured.

B. Gibson, of Cincinnati, who is at his home, 
badly injured; J. H. Avery, who died at Cov- 
ington; Mrs. J. H. Avery, now very low at her 
home in Covington; Mr. Campbell, of Hano- 
verton, Ohio, whois at Good Samaritan hos- 
fon doing well; a lady and gentleman and 

ittle child, of Lexington, whose tickets read 
from Tuscumbia, Ala. They were not in- 
jured; Miss Bena Koehel, of Ripley. Ohio, 
who was not injured; Mr. Burnett and child, 
of Cincinrati, who were not injured; Mr. 
Sternberger, of Piqua, Ohio, who escaped in- 
jury ; Mrs: Traub, of Indianapolis, not injured ; 
Joseph Ilepp, Covington, Ky., injured, but 
doing well. In addition to these 
passengers, the following employes were oa 
the train: Engineer Micheals and Fireman 
Murphy, both injured; Express Messenger 
Powells killed; Baggage Master Callan, killed; 
a fireman on his way to Somerset, not hurt; 
Newsboy Sackett, slightly hurt; Brakeman 
Patton, slightly hurt; Porter Joe Nolan, 
scratched; Conductor Schrumm, not hurt, 
and employes of the Pullman and Mann cars, 
none of whom were injured. Officials of the 
road say further that if any charred bodies 
have been found, they were the bodies of 
tramps who might have heen stealing a ride on 
the trucks, but the crew saw no oné riding 
there. The only body burned up was that of 
Fireman Candee, who was on the engine of 
the south bound train. Nopassengers were in- 
jured on the south bound train, but some of 
the crew were killed, and some were injured. 
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THE DOCTOR’S RIGHT. 
The Illinois State Board of Healt: Attempts 
to Interfere With Advertising. 

Cuicaeo, January 3.—Several months 
ago a certain doctor came to Chicago 
and commenced the practice of medicine. He 
advertised uaimmatvele the cure of a special 
class of diseases,when the state board of health 
interfered and revoked the doctor’s certificate. 
He then commenced an action against the 
state board in the circuit court. Today Judge 
Waterman decided the case and declared the 
act of the state board of health unconstitu- 
tional. He said the rights of a party charged 
with a punishable offense to a notice of hear- 
ing is elementary and one of the first rules 
necessary to the administration of justice, The 
defendant hada perfectly constitutional, right 
to advertise in the newspapers, and he cannot 
be deprived of it by a rule or regulation of the 
state rd ofhealth. This asseveration if its 
action, to be held legal in this case, could sum- 
marily try and punish foran alleged offense a 
brother practitioner without any notice what- 
ever, Such a proceeding partakes of the na- 
ture ofthe star chamber, whose decrees led 
to revolution andthe death of aking of; Eng- 
land on the scaffold. Such an institutionas a 
state board of health must not be tolerated to 
exercise such power in a free country, and its 
acts must in this case be declared unconstitu- 
tional. |

The Past Year One of 


PHILaDELpnia, January 3.—In 
the American fron trade for the yéar 1587, 
General Manager James M. Swank, of the 
American Iron and Steel association, says: 


“The year which has just closed was one of great: 


activity and fair prosperity for the iron trade of this 
country. The production in all leading branches of 
the manufacture of iron and steel was the largest in 
our history—larger than in the remarkable year 
1886, when all previous achievements were left far 
behind. We estiniate our prednection of pig iron in 
1887 at 6,725,000 gross tons, or about 600,000 tons 
more than in 1886. Our production of Bessemer 
steels in 1887 was about 195,000 gross tems, or about 
55,000 tons more than in 1886. In addition 
to our large uction of pig iron in 1887, we also 
con: umed 1t 500,000 tons of imported pig iron 
and aout 160,000 tons of imported stcel calle. Our 
imports of iron and steel in other forms in 1887 were 
also very the total importations of iron and 
steel in all forms aggregating nearly 1,500,000 tons, 
Our production of iron ore iu 1887 was about 11,000,- 
000 tons, and our imports in the same year 
amounted to abont 1,250,000 tons. In 1886 we pro- 
duced about 10,009,000 gress tons of iron ore and im- 
ported 1,089,488 tons. The impetus which had been 
given tothe domestic iron trade in the closin 
months of 1885, and which had been so much accel- 
erat in » that year closed with 
excited markets, was further emphaazed in the 
first six months of 1837, during which period the de- 
mand for all forms of iron and steel was active and 
constant. The prices of steel rails advanced during 
these six months, but other prices generally de- 
clined. Afterthe middle of the year ali prices fell 
off in ayapetey with the general conviction that 
the remarkable actiyity of the preceding year and a 
half could not much lenger be maintained, es 
Cially the demand for rails for new railroads. 
Notwithstanding the in demand and prices, 
which has been , it would not be correct to 
assuine that the new year ns witha general de- 
pression in our iron and steel industries. The 
scarcity in demand is most marked in stee] rails and 
is next noticeable in pig iron, bar irom and iron 
pipe. A very large quantity of steel rails will be 
needed in 1888 for renewals and extensioas as well 
as for large mileaze of new roads which must be 
built. Bridge works of the country, foundries. ma- 
chine shops, car ouilders and car wheel manufac- 
turers, locomotive builders and many other con- 
sumers of iron and steel are still very busy.” 


HENRY IVES’S FRAUD. 


A Sensation in the Courtroom at Dayton, 
Ohio. 


Daytox, Ohio, January 3.—The case of 
Charies J. Heinscheimer against the Dayton, 
Fort Wayne and Chicago road, asking for the 
appointment of a receiver and foreclosure of 

é road, caine up today before Judge Elliott, 
and quite a sensation was created when Judge 
Harmon read the answer of the Dayton, Fort 
Wayne and Chicago road. It sets out denying 
that the road issued the bonds in question, and 
says that if such a series of bonds is outstand- 
ing, that they were fraudulently and unlaw- 
fully obtained from the trustees by Henry S. 
Ives & Co., and by him disposed of on his own 
or his firm’s private account. 

This afternoon another surprise to large 
holders of stock, was a revelation made by 
Auditor Ramsey, when he stated that among 
the Jiabilities of the road are notes issued in 
New York to the amount of $198,000.

FALLING OFF IN THE ROAD’S TRAFFIC 


But the Officials Still Sanguine of Succese— 
New Men Being Sent on to Take 
the Places of the Strikers.

Reaprna, Pa., January 3.—There is great 
alarm among manufacturers dependent upon 
the Reading road for fuel. Net many of them 
carry large stocks of coal ahead, and two weeks’ 
stoppage of mining would close np a majority 
of them. Suspensions would begin in a week. 
The average run of coal through this city 
(which is almost entirely at night) is 4,000 cars 
per night, but last night only 1,000 passed 
down and only a few hundred today. ._ Out of 
68 large collieries in the Schuylkill region only 
six are at work. It is calculated that if the 
miners’ strike becomes complete in the section 
tributary to the Reading road 30,000 miners and 
40,000 factory laborers will be out of work. 
Some few individual mine owners have made 
terms with their men by agreeing to pay cur- 
rent wages pending the strike and abide by its 
result when it ends. Five such collieries are 
at work at Shamokin. These are in addition 
to the six exceptions noted above. 

BOTH SIDES CONFIDENT OF SUCCESS. 

PHILADELPHIA, January 3.—The great rail- 
road strike is still on, and it is characterized 
by the same determination of both sides to 
stand firm that has marked it from beginning. 
At the various depots and stations in the city 
there is the stereotyped statement that the 
business ef the road is proceeding as smoothly 


_a8 could be wished, and thig statement is as 
| uniformly contradicted by the strikers, who 


state that the Reading company do not make 
public the actual number of men on strike, and 
that they are crippled in all departments tor 
lack for proper workmen to handle the traffic 
of the road. So far as is discernible to a non- 
professional observer, the work of receiving 
and delivering freight is progressing as usual 
at all depots and wharves in the city. Rail- 
road officials say the applications outnumber 
the vacancies two to one. 

At Port Kichmond, everything remains with 
little or no change. . At the knights’ head- 
quarters in this place there is a constant and 
earnest effort to make clear the cause of the 
strike, which they allege has nothing to do 
with the discharged crews who refused to 
handle Taylor Brothers’ stuff, but is wholly 
based on the discrimination indulged in by the 
company A page the Knights of Taber, which 
has resulted in the discharge of hundreds of 
men simply because they were prominent in 
the order. Although the Reading company’s 
Port Richmond yards are almost exhausted, 
agents of the company are firm in their expres- 
sion of belief that there is no danger of a coal 
famine. ‘The yards at that shipping point con- 
tain but 21,500 tons of all kinds of coal, the 
largest amounts being egg and chestnut. There 
is no broken or stove on hand. 

At Lancaster, the president of the board of 
poor directors asked tramps confined in the 
county workhouse, 140 in all, who were willing 
to go to Reading to take the strikers’ places to 
sign a paper, but only twenty-five complied, 
the rest fearing violence. Those who have 
consented will be sent there. The local 
Knights of Labor propose to hold a meeting to 
protest against the move. ¢ 

At Ashland, Pa., Knights of Labor miners, 
at a meeting last night, decided to go ona 
strike, and as a consequence there is but one 
Reading colliery in that district working to- 
day, and that one is short handed. Riley & 
Co. have made a satisfactory agreement with 
their employes, and their collieries are in 
operation. This agreement, it is said, is a 
continuance of the rate of wages in force 
during the past few months. 

At Pottsville the joint committee of the 
Miners’ Amalgamated association and Knights 
of Labor mettoday. The result of their de- 
liberations was the promulgation of a counter 
statement setting forth the miners’ side of the 
negotiations resulting in the wages agreement 
of September 14th, and their view of the true 
interpretation of that agreement. This mani- 
festo presents a memorandum of the agreement 
prepared by the joint committee and submitted 
to General Manager Whiting, and which, it is 
claimed, was accepted by him and also a copy 
of the agreement of September Il4th, as 
already published, in which there are import- 
ant variations, and which, it is claimed, were 
made by Mr. Whiting, “either by design or 
mistake.’”’ The manifesto senaied as follows: 

Mr. Corbin’s circular, ignoring both parties to the 
agreement, was senttothe men with the purpose, 
we believe, of creating digsension. That this pur- 
pose has failed, and that the emploves are a unit in 
this demand for a renewal of the agreementis eyi- 
dence that we have acted in such a manner as tg 
vain the approval of those whom we haye thé 
,10nor to represent. Mr. Corbin says: 


‘It will be impossible for this company to pay. 


more for its labor thansother companies do, but this 
company will never pay less than other companies 
gs 


‘Up to the publication of this circular this 
committee has had agreements sent to it by 
not less than eleven mining companies and 
individual operators who have signed to pay 
the wages asked by us.’’ In conclusion the 
manifesto says: 

“In August last when the demand was made and 
the question was under discussion, Mr. Whiting 
suggested that the men continue to work and that 
the matter could be arbitrated and settled, but in 
the present affair, Mr. Corbin allows no such privyi- 
lege, nor makes any such offer; hence there is no 
alternative for the men but to accept the proffered 
reduction or quit. Let the public judge of this 
whole question upon its merits,”’ 

The manifesto issued tonight by the joint 
committee of the Miners’ Amalgamated as- 
sociation and Knights of Labor declarés that 
the die is cast and that the general strike at all 
the fifty-five colleries of the Reading company 
and at all other colleries in this region, except 
those conceding the eight per cent advance, 
will be inaugurated tomorréw morning. 

The five leading collieries which continued 
in operation today had barely sufficient men 
at work to keep up nominal operation, and all 
these will shut down tomorrow. In addition 
to the Reading and various individual collier- 
ies, all the mineral mining company’s (the 
Pennsylvania railroad) operations in Shamokin 
district have gone out. _

The Glassworkers’ Strike Extending. 


New York, January]3.—Theé strike among 
the flint glassworkers has extended from 
western to eastern factories, and the men who 
left work in fifteen factories in Brooklyn, 
Philadelphia, New Bedford, Boston and 
Corning, N. Y., failed to return to work yes- 
terday or to-day, with two ‘exceptions. In the 
east and west about 15,000 “men are now out. 
A prominent manufacturer said this after- 
noon that the strike bids fair to be a long and 
bitter one. He doubted the possibility of its 
conclusion in 1888. The out put of the 
country would be decreased four-fifths by the 
strike, and if it lasted twelve months would 
entail a loss of between $4,000,000 and 


$5,000,000. 


Large Shipments of Coal.

The Imperial family will leave Gatchina 
palace at the end of this week and will come to 
St. Petersburg toreside for ten weeks. Spec al 
measures have been taken to protect the czar. 
Several hundred special detectives will watch 
the streets along which the czar is likely te 
pass. The coming fetes at the palace promise 
to be unusually brilliant.

Macon, Ga., January 3.—[Special.}—The 
Poultry and Bench association’s big fair grows 
in interest. There are many magnificent dis- 
plays in place, and there have been a great 
many people in to see the fowls and dogs today, 
The poultry department is getting pretty well 
filled up with fine fowls of every description 
except the pigeons that arrived tonight. 

Among the most notable exhibits are fi. D. 
Locke’s beantiful Pekin ducks, the most pro- 
lific layers in the world. He has a pair of 
them. They are directly descended from 
James Rankin’s Massachusetts stock, off of 
thirty-five of which, in 1885, he cleared some 
sixteen hundred dollars, making a clear profit 
of forty-five dollars for each duck. He hatched 
the eggs in incubators and sold the ducklings 
in Boston market, for an average of twenty- 
two cents pér pound. 

Colonel Locke is very proud of his Pekins, 
and values them very highly. Besides these

months old. Then he has three more of the 
‘Easter egg’’ fowls, one a deep, rich buff, an- 
other sky blue, with white alternating, and 
the third a vivid crimson. 

These, with the green hen, make up one of 
the most interesting coops inthe hall. Miss 
Green will not stay with the others without 
quarrelling, so she has to be Kept separate. 

Grier & Boardman have a_ beautiful 
display of poultry.

THE GENTLE JERSEYS. 


The Profits of Dairy Farming Near La- 
Grange. 
From the LaGrange, Ga., Reporter. 

A Reporter scribe, on the scent of a dairy 
item, pulled the door bell at Colonel B. G. 
Swanson’s handsome house, on Vernon street, 
the other morning, and was ushered into the 
cosy sitting room. As soonas the intelligent 
and genial host made his appearance, we made 
known our errand, and he as promptly ex- 
pressed a willingness to give us any informa- 
tion he could on the line of our search. The 
colonel is candid and communicative and it is 
a real pleasure to converse with himon the 
subject which he has studied so long and 
knows so thoroughly. He said that, in intro- 
ducing his thorougbred cattle to this 
community, he was animated by 
a desire to benefit the peo- 
ple and to turn their thoughts to diversifica- 
tion of our industries as a remedy for our 
financial woes. Such diversity of interests is 
our only hope. The all-cotton plan is a failure, 
and the country is ruined without a change. 
His money, he said, he could invest in some- 
thing else—and it would bring more rapid re- 
turns. But the raising of blooded cattle is> an 
agreeable diversion rather than a worrying oc- 
cupation,the profits are sure and remunerative, 
and, above all, the pasturing of the cattle on 
his fields reclaims them from barrenness and 
makes them fertile. His plantation is two 
miles out—the Cameron homestead—one of 
the finest old places in Georgia—and here his 
beautiful herds are kept. He has forty cows in 
all—eleven of these are now being milked, 
yielding a daily product of ten pounds of rich 
yellow butter, which commands the highest 
price, and is regularly taken by two customers 

Next summer, his milkers will be increased 
to twenty, and by fall they will number thirty. 
The advantage of the dairying business is, 
that you can closely estimate your daily ex- 
penses and can accurately foretell the yield of 
your cows. Thisis much more satisfactory 
than the incertitude attending the raising of 
cotton, with liens hanging over you, and the 
middle man ready to close youout, should vou 
be unable to méet your obligations. Though a 
large cotton planter, Colonel Swanson does not 
depend wholly upon his returns from that 
quarter, but is providing asource of income 
which,in a year of disaster on the farm, will 
make good the deficit. He has 250 acres, which 
he will convert into pastures, sodding with 
bermuda. Major John W. McGehee has 
been very successful in dairying. During the 
past summer he sold sixteen pounds of butter, 
the product of fourteen heifers, each day, and 
cleared $60 a month from hissales. His 
arrangements for milking, sheltering and pas- 
turing are excellent, and he has a paying 
business. 

Colonel Swanson informed us that he $wonld 
add the raising of fine horses to hiscattle inter- 
est: He is satisfied that it will bea valuable 
industry and materially benefit the country.

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SERGEANT JASPER. | 
A Serap of History From the Georgia Ga- 
zette. 


From the Savannah News. - 

The prevailing im nis that Sergeant 
Jasper, whose monument is to be unveiled in 
this city next month, was an Irishman and a 
Catholic. It may be that he was both. There 
are some, however, who think he was neither 
an I an ner a Catholic for the reason that 
at the time he became known to fame there 
were no Catholics in Georgia or South Caro- 
lina, They think that the name Jasper, orig- 
inally, was either Casper or Gasper, and that 
he might have been a Hu uenot or a Hollan- 
der. & followi tretn Wherteend’s Gazette, 
of Georgia, of the of 1829, is interesting in 
this connection : 


‘Jasper was probably a South Carolinian by 
birth. He enlisted asa private at the com- 
mencement of the revolution in the Carolina 
regiment, having refused a commission. Mr. 


Kolb accepted the commission which had been’ 


offered Jasper, and was killed at the battle of 
Fort Moultrie, June 28,1776. The flag staff 
had been severed by a cannon ball,and the flag 
fell to the bottom of the ditch on the beach. 
acs pe jumped over, recovered the colors, and 
held them up till another staff was ured. 
While the British had ion of Savannah 
he went in d ise and carried useful infor- 
mation to the Americans. 

“After the brilliant affair at Sullivan’s Is- 
land, Governor Rutledge had presented to him 
a sword, and to Colonel Moultrie’s regiment a 
stand of colors. Just before the retreat from 
the attack on the British in Savannah, in 1779, 
Jasper went to replace these colors on the 
works, and received a mortal wound and fel! 
into the ditch. Major Horry called'to see him, 
when he observed: ‘I have got my furlough. 
That sword was presented to me by Governor 
Rutledge for my services in defense of Fort 
Moultrie. Give it to my father, and tell him 
that I have worn it with honor. If he should 
weep, tell him his son died with the hope of a 
better life.’ The recapture of the prisoners at 
the spring near Savannah is well known.”’

A Lively Programme. 
At the recent convention of the National 
Farmers’ Alliance and Co-operative Union 
America, at Shreveport, Louisiana, a very 
y programme was cut out in the shape 
of a series of resolutions embodying the sen- 
* timents and demands of the tillers of the 


soil. 
The farmers in convention there assem- 


ations as may be organized by the industrial 
elasses to improve their financial condition 
or promote their general welfare; that all 
the public lands be held in small bodies, not 
exceeding three hundred and twenty acres 
to eaclr purchaser, for actual settlers on easy 
terms of payment; that large bodies of land 
held by private individuals or corporations 
shall be assessed for taxation at such rates 
as they are offered to purchasers on a credit 
of one, two and three years, in bodies of one 
hundred and sixty acres or less. 

In consideration of the fact that large 
bodies of the public lands have been sold to 
foreign capitalists, thus tending to the es- 
tablishment of a landed aristocracy in this 
country similar to that which has reduced 
the people of Ireland, and other monarchial 
governments to a condition of abject serf- 
dom, the convention demands the passage 
of laws forbidding the ownership of lands 
by aliens, whose allegiance belongs to other 
nations, and that the public domain be held 
as the heritage of our own people and our 
ebildren after us. 

The alliance demands that all lands for- 
feitable by railroads or other corporations, 
immediately revert to the government, and 
be declared open for purchase by actual set- 
tlers on the same terms 4s other public 
lands; that all fences be removed, by force, 
if necessary, from public lands unlawfully 
fenced by cattle companies, syndicates, or 
any other form or name of monopoly; and it 
demands the extinguishment of the public 
debt of the United States by operating the 
mints to their fullest capacity in coining sil- 
ver and gold, and the tendering of the same 
without discrimination to the public credi- 
tors of the nation according to contract. 

It demands the substitution of legal ten- 
der treasury notes for the issues of national 
banks: that the congress of the United 
States shall regulate the amount of such is- 


sue by per capita circulation that shall in- | 


crease and keep pace with the growth of the 
country’s population and the expansion of 


her business interests; and it further de- | 


mands the repeal of the present nationa} 
banking system. |

To begin with, in reply to the above, the 
proceeds derived from the internal revenue 
laws are no more needed to meet the de- 
mands of this government than they should 
be used to pay off the debt of Great Britain. 
Every dollar derived by the government from 
this source is an unnecessary levy on its 
people, in that it goes to fill a treasury al- 
ready burdened with a monster surplus. 
Year in and year out this iniquitous tribute is 
levied on the producers of our country in 
the interest of afew powerful monopolies 
who are using every endeavor to retain 
these oppressive war measures.

A SOUTHERN AUTHOR. 


What A Leading Boston Paper Says of Joel 
Chandler Harris. 


Fiom the Boston Transcript. 

This. volume by Joel Chandler Harris is 
thrice welcome. A few weeks ago Thomas Nelson 
Page gave usa book—sketches of ‘‘Ole Virginny,”’ 
made up of studieS of the negro in something the 
same manner as those by Mr. Harris. The contents 
of both volumes .were printed originally in the 
magazines. They invite comparison. and yet to 
praise one at the expenseof theother would per- 
haps provoke counter criticism. We must confe-s 
that while Mr. Page’s work is excellent, Mr. Har- 
ris has greater constructive power and a firmer 
grasp on charecter. His study of dialect goes 
deeper than phonetics, down to the negro’s 
way of thinking. We get the black man’s 
outlook upon-the world, his emotions and his 
figures of speech. We feel his helplessness and 
poverty of resource in ‘Free Joe” and his 
tender humor and kindliness in ‘‘Aunt Fountain.’’ 
We are not to be understood as saying that Mr. 
Page does not also succeed measurably iu these par- 
ticulare; he certainly does. But the fact remains 
that Mr. Harris has the deeper, more sympathetic 
insight, Mr. Page’s tendency being to make the 
negro think white, while talkinga diaiect unques- 
tlonably exact. This is an error likely to creep 
even into the work of an older writer. ‘Free Joe,’ 
the initial story and the one giving name to Mr. 
Harris’s latest volume, is one of the most pathetic 
stories ever written of the negro. Simple, making 
no pretentions to being anything but a plain sketch 
of a lowly subject, it yet appeals to tie reader with 
irresistible power. It shows the condition of a poor 
free negro, while his wife and his fellows are stil! 
in bond. In it occurs the significant passage: 

“Having no owner,every man was his master. He 
knew he was the object of suspicion, and therefore 
all his slender resources (>h! how pitifuv Acmdéer 
they were!) were devoted to winning, not kindness 
and appreciation, but toleraiion.”’ 

Exiled from his own :ace and robbed of his wife, 
poor Joe was a miterable figure indeed, and yet he 
emiled with a nopefulness more touching than tears. 
There are parts of ‘Trouble on Lost Moun‘ain”’ which 
surpass anything Mr. Harris has betore written upon 
the mountaineers. The meeting of Ale Hightower 
and the stranger, and theinterview of the sheriff 
with Abe,are eleetric with truth and a eortain 
grim, smileless humor, characteristic, apparently, of 
these slow-speaking mountaineers. Desire for con- 
tiast leads the anthor to introduce a young man 
from the north again, but wherever he touches 
upon the life and thought of the south he delincates 
with firm, nervous hand. There is a vigor and con- 
ciseness about his work which other Seuthern writ- 
ers would do well to copy. 

‘Aunt Fountain’s Prisoner’ is a. delightful te'e 
told by an old colored ladyv, for the loss of whose 
ginger cakes Sherman’s men are undoubtedly ac- 
countable. The device of having the story told by 
a servant isone used before, but as the results are 
delightful we will not complain. In ‘‘Azalia’”’ Mr. 
Harris broadens his canvass a little and gets contrast 
(not so happily) by admitting some Boston ladies. 
The figures most remarkable in this sketch are Wi)- 
liam, with the pitcher of water cn his head, and 
the poor, dying Tackie, whose poor feeble ‘ntel- 
lect is vaguely reaching out for the beauty and 
consolation of life. The other of these tive 
stories is ‘Little Compton,” and it is by no means 
the least significant. To say there is not adullpa e 
in this book is not to say enough; there is hardly a 
line which could be spared. Whereyer Mr. Harris 
touches upon the pcor negre, upon the poor tackie 
or upon the bold, free moonshiner, he has noreer 
thus far. His humanity, his undeniable sympathy 
with the poor and ignorant gives his work a value 
which few collections of short sketches possess. 
Should the author attempt a larger work there is 
every reason for thinking that success wfll meet 
him more than half way.

A CENTENNIAL MEMORY. 


Ratification in Augusta, by the State of 
Georgia, of the Federal Constitution. 
From the Augusta, Ga., Chronicle. 

By ordinance of the 10th February, 1787, 
William Few, -Abraham Baldwin, William Fierce, 
Gecrge Walton, William Houstoun and Nathaniel 
Pendleton were appointed commissioners to repre- 
sent the state of Georgia in the convention called 
for the revision of the constitution of the Umited 
States. They were instructed to unite with the 
deputies from sister states in Cevising and discuss- 
ing such alterations and further provisions as might 
be found necessary to render the federal constitu- 
tien adequate to the exigencies of the union. 

In (the deliberations whie@: ensued the Lon. 
Abraham Baldwin bore an active and influential 
part. In eeneluding its labergon the 17th of Sep- 


tember, 1787, that constituiional convention—over - 


which General George Washington had presided 
with distinguished ability—adopted a resolution 
that the constitution just formulated and promulga- 
ted to accomplish “a more perfeet union, establish 


justice, insnre domestic tranquility, provide for the 


common defense, promote the general welfare, and 
secure the blessings of liberty,’’ should be submit- 
ted toa “convention of delegates, chosen in each 
state by the people thereof under the recommenda- 
tion of its legislature, for their assent and ratifica- 
tion; and that each convention assenting to and 
ratifying the same, should give notice thereof to the 
United States in congress assembled.”’ 

In responding to this suggestion Georgia was not 
tardy. 

A convention was promptly cayfed, to meet in 
Augusta on the fourth Tuesday in Decerber, 1787, 
to consider the proposed constitution, and to adopt 
or reieet..eny partor the whole thereof. Augusta 
was then the capital of Georgia. The following 
gentlemen were named as members of that im- 
portant convocation:

JosErpH HABERSHAM had been a prominent officer 
in the continental aim *, and was afterwards com- 
plimented by General WasHINGTON with the posi- 
tion of postmaster-general of the United States, 

JENKIN Davis and JAMES MAXWELL were dele- 
gates to the memorable p:o-incial congress which 
assem b ej at Tondee’s Long Room in Sayannalh on 
the Fourth of July, 1775. 

JoHN MILTON had borne arms in the lists of the 
patriots, and filled the office of secreiary of state. 

HENRY OsrORNE Was a prominent jurist, and was 
advanced to the position of chief justice of Georgia. 

In the catalogue of governors of Georgia appear 
the names of NATHAN BrRoNSON, EDWARD TELFAIR, 
GEORGE MAITHEWS, GEORGE HANDLEY, aud JARED 
IRWIN. 
the continentel congress, was subsequent'y elected 
United States senator from Georgia. 

The deliberations ot this convention were har- 
monioug, and, on the 21 day of January, 1788 cul- 
minated in the following ratification of the federal 
constitution: 

“We, the delegates of the people of the state of 
Georgia, in convention met, having taken into 
serious consideration the federal constitution 
agreed upon and proposed by the deputies of the 
United States, in general convention held in the 
city of Philadelphia, on the 17th day of September, 
in the year of our Lord, 1787, have assented to, 
ratified and adopted, and by these presents do, in 
virtue of the powers and authority to us given by 
the people of the said state for that purpose, for and 
in bekalf of ourselves and our constituents,

constitution, which is hereto annexed, under the 
great seal of the state. 

As the formal signing of this ratification by the 
delegates was concluded, the joyful tidings were 
proclaimed to the multitude assembled opposite the 
state house. The huzzas of the citizens were supple- 
mented by a salute of thirteen . discharges from two 
field pieces. served by a detachment from Colonel 
Armstrong’s regiment, which was then quartered 
in Augusta.* 

In the order of time, Georgia was the fourth state 
,to accept and ratify the constitution as promulgated 
by the convention of 1787. C. C. J., JR.

And the Several Sources From Which They 
Come. 


New Orveans, January 3.—{Special.]/—A 
noticeable feature about speculation this year has 
been the disposition to give credence to large crop 
estimates rather than:mail ones, Not only earlier 
in the season, but even at tris late date, which, con- 
sidering that the former are made by ind.viduals

THE LIQUOR LICENSE. 


The Police Committee Says the 
Law Will Be Enforced. 


THE BEER SALOONS TO BE WATCHED 


Hon. John B,. Goodwin and Hon. Martin 
Amoreus Define the Situation—The 
Police and Its Powers. 


~ ” 


The whisky ordinance adopted by the gen™ 
eral council {Monday afternoon has practi- 
cally settled the question, at least for the next 
year. The ordinance is plain, concise, and if 
carefully and rigidly enforced a great good 
will have been accomplished. 

The ordinance does not find universal favor, 
however. ; 

The opposition to it comes from two sources, 
neither of which can hardly be expected to ac- 
cept with good grace. The low license ele- 
ment and the saloon men are dissatisfied with 
it. The general run of citizens, how@ver, are 
pleased with the law, and will watch the test 
with interest. There are those who fear that 
the ordinance can not be enforced, and that 
the beer saloon will be an especial stumbling 
block. 

“Why,’’ saida well known citizen yester- 
day, ‘‘the beer saloon will ruin the law. If 
the beer dealers would adhere tothe law, there 
would be no trouble, but they won’t doit. To 
a dead certainty they will sell liquor, and sell 
it, too, with a beer license only.” 

But the well known citizen may find himself 
mistaken. 

The ordinance will be enforced. 

The police ‘committee will not take any 
chance on it, so says Mr. Amorous, the chair- 
man, The committee is composed of Mr. 
Amorous of the sixth ward, chairman, Mr. 
Tanner of the first, and Mr. Woodward of the 
third. These gentlemen are anti-prohibitionists, 
and believe that the question can be settled by 
a strict enforcement of the law. Mr. Amrous, 
the chairman, says: 

‘That ordinance will be rigidly enforced, 
and the people can rely upon it. The poliec 
committee will not grant a license, cither 
whisky or beer, toany one until thoroughly 
satis@ed that the applicant is in every way re- 
sponsible.” : 

‘But don’t you apprehend trouble with the 
beer saloons outside the limit ?’’ 

‘In what way?” 

“Won't they haudle whisky too?” 

“Tf they do they must pay the penalty. The 
committee will be just as cautious in recom- 
mending a beer license as an whisky license, 
Every applicants place will be visited and 
inspected and he will be notificd by the com- 
mittee that the law will bo enforced when the 
first offense is detected. I hardly think the 
beer saloon men will violate the law when 
they know they will ruin themselves.” 

Mr. Woodward, of the committee, ex- 
pressed the same views, asalso did Mr. Tanner. 

The Hon. Jolin B. Goodwin, city attorney, 
had a hand in preparing the ordinance, and in 
speaking of the matier yesterday, said: 

‘The original ordinance, together with the 
changes made by amendments ‘Monday, pro- 
vides, I think, a just and reasonable regulation 
of the liquor traftic.’’ 

“If enforced ?”’ 

‘*Yes, of course, and Ihave no doubt about 
that. If it is enforced I trust we have reached 
the end of all discussion and division on the 
prohibition question.’’ 

‘*But the ordinance is not wholly popular ?”’ 

‘*That’s true, of course. No law is wholly 
popular. The chief objection so far made to 
the ordinance comes from the extreme or low 
license barroom men with some little distrust 
and apprehension from a few others that the 
beer license system outside the regular limits 
oa Sag gagpaai by dealers dispensing stronger 
drinks.”’ 

“Then you find liquor men who object to 
are. 


‘*The class I have named. But the fact that 
it ismade by them should commend the scheme 
of reguiation. A planof regulation was not 
made with a view to the accommodation spec- 


ness, but on the contrary, with reference to the 
interest of ihe city and the people of the city. 
You spoke of the beer saloons violating the 
law?” 

“Yes: won't they?” 

“l really believe there is no good cause to 
apprehend abuse of the beer license system.’’ 

“Why not?’ 

“Because. Now, all will, I presume, admit 
that if beer and malt liquors only are sold 
under such license it woke confer a benefit in 
encouraging the use of light rather than the 
stronger drinks, and be especially encouraging 
to our industrious, tlirifty, peaceful and law- 
abiding German fellow-citizens. Then, that 
the abuse of the beef license can and will be 
prevented there isevery reason to believe, Of 
course, I cannot assume to speak for the city 
government, but if you will consult the mayor 
and the members of the police committee as t6 
their attitude in granting licenses, and en- 
forcing the law, I have strong faith that any 
apprehension would be removed,’’ 

“The members of the police committee assert 
that they will enforce the law.’”’ 

‘“*{ thought so, and they will, in my judg- 
ment, demonstrate to both dealers and the 

ublic that they do not favor strict regulation 
in theory and declaration only, but in fact and 
practice. And I can promise that in the 
efforts in this direction the city government 
will have the full and cordial co-operation of 
he city attorney and assistant.’’ 

“And you think the question solved ?’’ 

“I hope so. You see the anti-prohibitionists, 
more than any other class, are interested in ef- 
ficient and thorough regulation.’’ 

“Why so?” 

**Because the abuses of the traffic by dealers 
and their agents afford the only hope of the 
cause of prohibition. The scheme adopted is 
true to the anti-prohibition platform upon 
which the party was signally successful in two 
elections. If imperfection as to detail should 
exist it can be cured by amendments, and cer- 
tainly if the beer license system should be 
abused its days would be few.”’ 

“Will the council grant many more li 
censes ?”’ 

“Of course I can’t answer that question; 
but in that connection I will say that the filing 
of an application for license and the deposit of 
the liceuse fee gives no man authority to open 
the liquor business or tosell until the mayor 
and general council have passed upon the ap- 
plication, and any person doing so is liable to 
prosecution for retailing without license, and 
will be prosecuted accordingly from this date. 
This I say with the full approval of Mr. Amor- 
our, chairman of the police committee.’’ 

Mr. Goodwin had conversed with the mem- 
bers of the council, and asserts that they are 
firm in their devotion to the principles upon 
which they were elected.
